THE DAY WE CAN'T FORGI| 


Tomorrow's dawn will send the minds of 
middle-aged people in all parts of the world 
back along the years to November 11th, 1918. 
That day the guns ceased to bark, the war birds 


were grounded, the armistice was proclaimed 


and 34 weary nations turned to the task of 
framing a treaty of peace, and thx succeeding

task of demobilizing 25,000,000 fighting men and 
restoring them to the conditions and oc cupations 


of civilian life 

Millions will recall their hardships and suf- 
ferings in the battle lines. More millions will 
live again in the shadow of the anxiety, dread 
and grief which were the lot of those who kept 
the home fires burning—and the Supplies going 
forward to the men in the trenches . All know 
the aftermath of bereavement, wounds and 
debt that continues to the present day. For all 
these, the older ones, November 11th, js the day 
they can’t forget 

If it were possible for this senior generation 
to hand on to the generation that has grown to 
manhood and womanhood in the intervening 
years a sense of what they, the elders, went 
through in those four years of agony, it is in- 
conceivable that mankind should ever again al- 
low itself to be dragged into another war. But 
that is not possible. None but those who lived 
those war years as grown men and wome n wil 
r know what they endured 


That is the c yntinuing tragedy of the thing. 
“If youth but knew”—but it doe n't, and can’t 
And because it can’t know, it is be ing drilled all 
over the continent of Europe for another car- 
nival of slaughter. And hence, in Canada and 


other countries whfch cherish no dreams of 


conquest, youth must also be trained to protect 
itself and its homelands should the need again 
arise 

But Armistice Day in Canada is appointed 
to be observed as a day of Remembrance; not 
of the war, its causes, events and outcome, but 
of the 61,000 Canadian men who gave their lives 
in the struggle. 

Of ten Canadians who donned the uniform at 
their country’s call, one failed to return. It is 
to them the day is consecrated, and of them 
their countrymen will think and speak. Their 
memory is imperishable. They died for a cause 
they valued more than life. They paid the price 
that had to be paid if liberty was to live. The 
country for which they made the supreme sac- 
rifice will not forget. To them an ever-grateful

tion. Furthermore, in the healthy artery we find 

active muscular fibers imbedded in the walls 

and these muscles, by contracting and relaxing, 

play an important role in moving the blood 
along 

However, when the arte ry grows old, it loses 
its elasticity, and becomes thickened or harden- 
ed. The hardening is the result of the deposit 
of lime on the inside of the blood vessel and 
this deposit makes the artery hard and brittle. 
In addition, it loses much of its contractile 
power and thereafter is not so efficient an aid 
in propelling the blood. As a combined result 
of these changes extra effort is needed to push 
the blood along and the blood pressure then 
rises as this increased tension becomes 
necessary. 

A condition so far-reaching as hardening of 
the arteries usually is not built up as the re- 
sult of a single cause, but as the result of several 
causes acting together. Therefore, there are 
several causes to which arterial hardening may 
be attributed, such as worry, nervous strain, 
lack of exercise, and a habit of driving the body 
at too swift a pace. However, I believe that the
